—Amendment to the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure 1968 Imports under O.G.LJV* 

No. 123-ITC(PN)/68.—Attention Is invited to paragraph 261 of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1968, pertaining to the imports 
under O.G.L.IV. 

2. Sub-paragraph (4) of the said paragraph 261 may be deemed to have been 
amended as under: — 

<4 (4) O.G.L.IV also permits (a) the import of free gifts of books upto the 
value of Rs, 400/- in favour of individuals or institutions and (b) 
free gifts of books of certain types upto a value of Rs. 400/* in 
favour of industrial concerns. The import policy does not permit 
the import of books of undesirable type. Therefore, the Customs 
authorities will not aTow import of undesirable types of books under 
O.G.L.IV or under Sub-paragraph ll(l)(gg) of Imports (Control) 
Order 1955. The importers should consult the relevant import policy 
for this purpose.”
